There Is nothbig. however, < to 
prevent groups of students" who are 
socially minded, organizing classes 
solely for the purpose of enabling 
young men and women employed In 
tho various trades and. callings meet- 
ing for the discussion of social and 
économie problems. ' The greater the 
number of those who participate in 
these discussions, whether students or 
workers, the more profound will their 
Influence \x upon not only the peo- 
ple, but even Governments. Students 
who enjoy the facilities which our 
educational institutions give and are 
not compelled to earn a livelihood 
during the years devoted to study, 
should be sufficiently grateful to the 
community which has made the op- 
portunities they enjoy possible, to give 
part- of their time arid thought to 
the well being of the productively em- 
ployed citizens, who constitute tlie, 
nation's wealth, creators. Whether 
the student belongs to the Conserva' 
tive. Liberal or radical group, Is of 
little or no consequence. It Is through, 
and by means of discussion, that views 
are made known and ideas given a 
publicity, which but for discussion, 
would remain unknown. 

Students should attend the meet- 
ings of the different labor' bodies and 
groups' held In their city, and ask for 
permission to discuss and debate the 
questions coming before these organi- 
zations. Attending and taking part 
In meetings pf these organizations 
would enable them' to learn some- 
thing at first hand /of the life and 
outlook of the workérà. It would qual- 
ify them to subsequently lend their 
aid to the workers when they seek 
to obtain concessions and reforms. 
Théy would lilcewise be able to develop 
thbse qualities of leadership, that Is 
so necessary and valuable for any or- 
ganization or movement that con- 
ceiîtuf . liself with prbmpting .the ; wel- 
'fare of ttiose, who whether in high or 
humble station, are glad to contribute 
their share to the nation's well being.

Ann Arbor, Mich.— Ten minutes after 
the openhig of a bookstand for the 
sale of radical literature by the Michi- 
gan Socialist club, organization of Uni- 
versity of Michigan Sdciallst students, 
police authorities Interfered and or- 
dered the stand closed because of the 
alleged violation of a city ordinance. 
-'Although^a piember of the Socialist 
cliib stated he, had obtained permis- 
sion frohi Chief of Police Thomas 
O'Brien to operate the stand. O'Brien 
later denied that he had ever sanc- 
tioned the sale of the books, which in- 
cluded works of Lenin, Karl Marx, 
Nofinaa Thomas aiid Upton Shiclair. 

According to a member of the club, 
when O'Brien was asked why news- 
stands were allowed to operate in vio- 
latloh of the city ordinance, and why 
an exception 'was being made In the 
case Of a stand for the sale of radical 
literature;^ he said . that the stend was 
"too large," and added that he would 
be -holding himself "open to criticism 
by the? taayor and the city board of 
aldermen" if he allowed it to continue. 

On the grounds that Chief O'Brien 
violated an agreement giving permis- 
sion to operate the stand, members of 
the club are contemplating a law suit 
against the police head. Also it Is 
planned to ch-culate a petition to the 
university and the board of aldermen 
demanding the same privileges ds any 
other news-stands! A mass meethig is 
to be held soon in protest "against the 
violation of' the principle of student 
clvli liberties," accordhig to Zeldpn S.
